warden's department. Stringent laws 
'or protection are In force and the 
enforcement of these laws must fol- 
low, or the object for which they 
vere passed falls of accomplishment. 
/ It has taken years to bring the 
system up to an efficient point. The 
sale of llsh taken from the Inland 
valors of. the state and the unlaw- 
111 methods followed In procuring 
hem have nearly depicted the Inland 
akes and streams of southern. Wls 
consln. 
So with game, the untiring energy 


if those who pursue It with the solo 
object of gain has greatly reduced 
bo supply. 
The prohibition of the 


sale of game with reasonable laws 
or Its preservation' would do much 
oward solving the problem of pro- 
ectlon. 


To my mind game laws should b<> 
is liberal as possible and their strlit 
nforcement should be durhig tho 
close season. 
The right of search 


onforretl upon wardens should bo 
exercised with great care. 
The annoyance to which 
people 


mvo been put at some points In tho 
tato has become a nuisance, If one 
may judge from tho newspaper ac< 
ounts of these cases. 
Personally, I don't believe 
that 


here should be any license required 
o hunt rabbits or snttlrrols. think- 
ng It would bo better to give the 
oys a chance to learn to use the gun 
n about the only kind of game left 
n southern Wisconsin. 


Again. It would seem to me to bo 
vise to license the dog In the hunting 
f deer, the open season of which 
s limited to twenty years. 
It would save tho lives of some of 


be hunters that are' meeting tholr 
cath In the woods each year.

A QUESTION OF CHOICE 


There comes in the experience of 


even* boy and girl, a time In their 
lives when they are free from the 
restraining Influences of home, and 
at liberty to choose for themselves. 
It is known as the age of personal 
responsibility, and It is tho most Im- 
portant period that comes to Miy 
life. 
. , 
The home may .have been a hard 


taskmaster, and many of Its man- 
dates may have-seemed unreasonable, 
but they'Were Issued by 
mature 


minds,-anil If failure resulted 
the 


responsibility was not charged to the 
child. 
It sometimes :happons that 
.tno 


righ't to "choose Is assumed by the 
boy-or-girl';while yet enjoying the 
privileges of home, .for . the discov- 
ery h'as long since been made, that 
compulsion IB not effective when the 
ago of responsibility 
has 
beon 


reached. 


When the boy of eighteen 
or the 


girl of sixteen deliberately decide 
that they will no longer 
attend 


school, there Is but little use In com- 
pelling attendance. 


If school were the only question 


that this class of young people as 
sume to know about, tho 
problem 


would not be so perplexing. 
but 


there are questions that have to do 
with morals and conduct, where the 
matter of choice effects both life and 
destiny. 
. 
' • * 


There are some homes where the 


boy who has been the Idol of the house 
told, deliberately drifts away into 
sin. 
He chooses to Ignore advice 


and remonstrance and becomes 
a 


moral wreck before he reaches his 
majority. 


There are other homes where tho 


daughter becomes weary of the mo- 
notony of home life and thoughtlessly 
Ignores restraint, and refuses to lis- 
ten to loving voices that seek to stea- 
dy her through the-period of fool- 
ishness that all girls encounter. 


She chooses to be her own advisor, 


and moral wreckage or tarnished re- 
utatlon frequently result. 


There are boys and girls of this 


class in every community and what 
to do for them, or with them, is an 
unsolved problem. 
Some of them 


come out of Christian homes and are 
not strangers to the church, but the 
fact Is generally recognized that it 
requires more than a professing saint 
to win and train a child, and so 
these conditions are not surprising. 


The class referred to aro the ex- 


ceptlon. for most young people choose 
to do right long before they are ready 
to go out Into life for themselves. 
They are susceptable to reason, and 
the only authority necessary in deal- 
Ing with them 'Is a clear statement 
of what conserves their best Inter- 
ests. 
The question of good morals Is 


firmly established in tho minds of 
all young1 people who amount to any- 
thing, long before ' they leave home. 
A little observation, as they glance 
down the corridors of years that 
stretch out ahead of them. Is all 
that Is necessary to satisfy them that 
moral charcter Is tho foundation of 
success. 
But there arc other questions of 
grave importance that confront the 
army of young people, who throng 
the active throshhold of life every 
year. 


The school room-has given them a 


•knowledge of books, and some theo- 
retical Ideas of the great practical 
world that they are about to enter. 


The home has sheltered them.but 


In many cases through lack of Judg- 
ment or opportunity it has not been 
able to do much planning for their 
futures. 
If the father is a mechanic 


he Is apt to imagine that his occupa- 
tion is not the most Important, and 
he is ambitious that his boy should 
take up a profession 
or become a 


business man. 
If the mother Is the 


presiding genius in a lowly 
home. 


for a young man to spend his time 
In an olllce or behind a counter.when 
tho naturnl bent of 'his 'mind is mc- 
chnnlcal, and It Is Just ns much a 
waste of energy for the boy of com- 
mercial Instinct and no 
mechanical 


genius to squander years of dovelope- 
mc-nt In the shop. 
Both will become 


honest ploaders, 
performing 
their 


work faithfully nnd well, but neither 
will become experts. 


There are thousands of bright in- 


telligent girls wasting tho best years 
of their lives In the school room, not 
because they possess the natural en- 
dowment 
so 
necessary to expert 


teaching, but -because the calling Is 
considered genteel, who could 
win 


more 
fame and money In some in- 


dustrial channel. 


This Is the age of specialists, nnd 


the men and women who attain suc- 
cess. in any marked degree, belong 
to 
the class who took into account 


tho promptings of genius, In select 
Ing a life work.

Dishonesty Is not very largely ro 


sponslble for the failures of life, but 
lack of naturnl adaptability is. 
The 


business man who finds himself In 
tho hands of the sheriff, after an un- 
successful career, is seldom accused 
of dishonesty. 


His failure Is not a matter of sur- 


prise to creditors, or to any of his 
friends -who havo observed his meth- 
ods. 
Ho was never Intended as a 


successful competitor In this ago of 
keen competition. 
His mistake was 


honest effort unwisely directed. 


There are many professional men 


whoso Income means a scanty exist- 
ence, 
who might havo occupied a 


place In the front rank of some call- 
ing 
more 
wisely , selected. 
Tho 


question of choice Is one of the most 
serious that comes to any life, nnd 


tho field 'that would command the 
respect and support of every v°ter 
who believes..In a wholesome busi- 
ness .administration. 


If tills Is not possible, nnd thero 


Is some question as to its feasibility 
on account of the law .governing par- 
ty: organization, then 
each 
party 


should be Impressed with the fact 
that no man can be elected to 01- 
IIco who docs not represent tho best 
interests of tho city. 


Permanent reform means electing 


to oflice the best men In tiie city. 
There Is no lack of this kind of ma- 
terial In either party. 
It Is simply 


a question of nominating tho right 
men. 


Public sentiment

will be less scrambling for otlico, 
and more effort made to find the right 
kind of men who are willing to sac- 
rifice time for the public good.
